U.S. Trains 
At Berlin 


BERLIN, Sept. 20 (UP) — The 
U.S. Army European headquarters 
protested strongly today to Sov?- 
et military authorities against 
‘“‘unprecedented’”’ Russian interfer 
ence with American Army trains 
running between isolated Berlin 
and the West. 

The Army said the Russians 
held up an American train carry- 
ing food and other perishable sup- 
plies for the Berlin garrison for 
nearly two hours today. It said 
the Soviets detached a mail car 
from another U.S. military train 
late yesterday. 

MAIL CAR PROTEST 

The American Army announce- 
ment said the new incidents be 
gan when Soviet officials objected 
to the mail car 
Berlin military train. The Soviets 
halted the train at the Marienborn 
checkpoint on the east-west Germ- 
an border 
The U.S. officer in charge of the 
train rejected the Soviet protest, 
pointing out that such trains al- 
wavs had carried mail Cars. 

While the officer confgrred with 
Soviet officials an East German 
train crew surreptitiously de- 
tached the mail car and shunted 
it to a siding. 

SOVIET ‘NYET’ 

The U.S. Army ordered another 
military train bound from Berlin 
to Bremerhaven to pick up the 
mail car but the Soviets refused 
to permit it 

Two American military police- 
men stood guard beside the de- 
tached mail car which finally was 
moved to West Germany by an 
Kast German freight train after 
an eight-hour delay 

The second incident occurred 
shortly before 3 a.m. today when 
the Soviets held up for nearly two 
hours another U.S. military train 
traveling to Berlin from Bremer- 
haven.

Florida Faces an Issue 
Which Georgia Dodges 


The Florida House of Representatives 
today will give serious consideration to 
reapportionment of its membership, an 
issue which most Georgia legislators face 
up to like ostriches in a sandpile. 

The Florida plan, a compromise which 
would allocate increased representation to 
more populous counties and make some 
concessions to smaller counties, is accord- 
ed a good chance of approval. 

Georgia lawmakers consistently have 
refused to meet the growing need for re- 
apportionment with any semblance of fair- 
ness or, for that matter, even to provide 
for a realistic study of the gaping dis- 

_erepancies that exist. 
Foes of changing the inadequate sys-

tem make the weak argument that it 
would lead to a few large counties’ con- 
trolling the Legislature. But they have no 
objection to the large counties’ footing the 
major cost of the tax bill in the state and 
thereby financing the services for the 
other counties. 

This newspaper does not believe that 
Fulton or any combination of two or 
three counties should dominate the Legis- 
lature. Nor are they seéking to do so, 
But the fact remains that taxation with- 
out a corresponding degree of representa- 
tion is unjust. 

The population factor presently used 
to determine the number of representa- 
tives is outmoded. On a per capita basis 
a citizen in Bibb County, for instance, 
has far less of a voice in state govern- 
ment than one in Echols, 

As residents of rural areas continue to 
migrate to urban areas, the present setup 
deprives more and more people of their 
proportionate amount of representation 
and grants more of the latter to the few- 
er numbers in smaller counties. 

Florida, at least, is awakening to the 
situation there. So should Georgia, even 
if it means putting aside petty politics— 
which it would.

DeKalb Growth Means 


Pressure for Services 


DeKalb County has restaked its claim 
to being the fastest-growing area in the 
state. Certainly from the standpoint of 
new homes and percentage increase in 
population, the claim is valid. In less ‘than 
two decades it has moved from a rural 
area to one of the most rapidly growing 
urban centers in the country. 

The metropolitan Atlanta area shares 
the just pride which the county has in 
its growth. It also sympathizes with the 
county in the problems which have ac- 
companied it. DeKalb bravely has tried 
to meet them, changing its form of gov- 
ernment, digging deeply to finance added 
costs of schools and services. 

As shown by a Federal Reserve Bank 
study, growth in 1957 continues unabated. 
Building permits add up to about a fourth 
of the state total. 

Informed citizens will tell you, how- 
ever, that DeKalb must develop more in- 
dustry and business properties if the 
county is to meet the long-range demands 
upon it for services. It must have ad- 
ditional sources of revenue to relieve 
what is certain to become an increasing 
burden of taxation upon homeowners. 
If it is to hold its own as a desirable 
home site, real estate taxes cannot become 
so high as to prohibit home ownership. 

DeKalb leaders, in other words, must 
give added attention to developing a 
well-rounded economy with business and 
industry keeping pace with its natural 
expansion in real estate.

There are two reasons for the 
overtones of danger. One is some 
Germans feel the unprecedented 
dominance which the election has 
given to Chancellor Konrad Aden- 
auer and his Christian Democrat- 
ic Union could lead to the kind 
of one party psychology which has 
gripped the German people in the 
past. 

The second danger is the Social 
Democratic Party, born out of 
Marxism though now less radi- 
cal, defeated for the third time in 
succession, could well be tempted 
to return to inbred, radical, left- 
wing policy in an effort to sharpen 
its differences with Adenauer. 

But the danger of a splintered 
German democracy is far great- 
er than the danger of the poten- 
tial abuse of a two-party system.

1. Never before in the history 
of elective politics in this country 
has any political leader or any 
party ever before received a ma- 
jority of the popular vote in free 
elections.

For, as a result 
of his firm position on civil rights, 
South Carolina’s state chairman 
Neville Bennett called a meeting 
of Southern state chairmen in 
Atlanta, Ga., in two weeks to co- 
ordinate their activities and pos- 
sibly, he added, ‘“‘to set up a 
Southern Democratic organization 
to counter the propaganda of the 
National Committee's Democratic 
Advisory Council.” 

That council, which includes Ad- 
lai Stevenson, former President 
Truman and Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, was set up several 
months ago outside of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee. 

In Neville Bennett's attitude 
and the inability of Sen. Spes- 
sard Holland of Florida to shush 


the Raleigh meeting, Butler 
found out how aroused is the 
South over public school inte- 
gration and to what lengths its 
political leaders apparently are 
ready to go. For Bennett stood by 
the party in the 1948 Dixiecrat

GOVERNOR’S POSITION 


“May I state our position to 
the court. .

can question his judgment and dis- 
cretion acting as the chief execu- 
tive officer of the sovereign State 
of Arkansas in the performance 
of his duties, or question his acts 


'under the constitution and laws of

The easiest way to allay hun- 
ger while keeping calories con- 
trolled is to plan your meals 
around the foods which give a 
feeling of well being and satis- 
faction. 

Apart from food fats, meats 
are highest in satiety and ‘‘stick 
“to the ribs’’ longest. Clear soups 
and broths furnish stimulating 
extractives and appease hun- 
ger even though they are low 
in calories. 


Potatoes have a higher satiety 
value than does bread. A potato, 
or even a half potato, eaten 
with meat increases the satiety 
value of the meal out. of pro. 
portion to the 50 calories added, 
Use only a half pat of butter 
on the potato and trim all fat 
from the meat. 


SENSE OF FULLNESS 


Many factors bring about sa- 
tiety. The \actual bulk of food 
eaten is important to a sense 
of fullness. Have low calorie 
vegetables and a salad. Go light 
on dressing and have the vege- 
table without sauce—fats again, 
On salads you may prefer to 
use one of/the low calorie dress- 
ings on the market for a count 
of five calories per teaspoon. 


Milk adds satiety to a menu. 
If skim milk is used in order 
to save calories, it can be rein- 
forced with skim milk powder. 
Eggs are high on the list of 
foods which stick to the ribs. 
Cooked eggs, particularly hard 
cooked eggs, call forth the 
greatest amount of secretion 
and therefore have the greatest 
satiety value. . 


If you have had a good vaca- 
tion and feel rested, you no 
doubt have a better appetite 
than formerly. That's fine. A 
better appetite need not neces- 
sarily mean a bigger one. En- 
joy your meals, and keep calo- 
ries controlled by planning 
balanced menus which give @ 
sense of comfort and well being 
within your calorie quota.
